9 — After an enjrajre- 
ment lasting three hours the Spanish 
troops under (lens.

Another battle took place late in the 
evening at Ceiba del Agua, between 
the rebel bands under the command 
of the lcarlors Gomez, Maceo and 
Saracas and Gens. (Jarcia and Na- 
varro's forces. The insurgents 
were again defeated and dis- 
persed, but tho direction in which 
they fled is not known. Their loss 
was Ml killed and one taken prisoner. 
The Spanish forces captured 17 Rem- 
ington rides and a number of ma- 
OhoMa, besides a number of the rebel's 
horses. Their loss was four ofllcers 

Havana. Dee SO, via Tampa, Fla., 
Jan. 0.— The following official account 
of the battle of Sodinez was sent to 
the island press last evening: 

"A column from tho battalion of Na- 
varro, under command of Lieut. I'ercra 
to-day (the 30th) hatl an engagement 
with the enemy near Colitnete. It re- 
sulted in a serious action with the 
forces under Maximo Gomez, who 
greatly outnumbered ohr forces. The 
column drove the enemy back and 
captured the positions held by them 
on the Sodinez estate and the enemy 
was forced to scatter. 

150 men had an officer and four men 
killed and 20 officers and fiO men 
wounded, all of whom wero taken to 
Colimete. An hour after the engage- 
ment, cannon shots were heard in the 
direction of the Maria estate. It la 
believed that the same body of rebels 
had an engagement with the forces 
under Col. Molina." 

Havana, Jan. 9. -It was reported 
here Wednesdav evening that a great 
battle had been fought near Artemua. 
a town near Gnanajay, the base of op- 
erations of the rebels. The report has 
it that the insurgents were surround- 
ed by Spanish troops under Gens. Sau- 
rez. Valeez, Madan and Navarro, and 
it is believed they met with a complete 
defeat. No details of the fight can be 
obtained. It is said that the rebel 
leader Nunez was killed in Tuesday's 
battle with Gen. Navarro's forces, and 
that the rebels lost 200 men.
